PARIS, Nov. 13.—The public today 
awaits with confidence the acquittal of 
Margherita Steinheil, in view of the fact 
that the State, originally charging that 
she murdered both her painter-husband 
and her stepmother, has modified its 
allegations,. finally eliminating the 
pehare of parricide and admitting that 
the accused Woman might have been 
only an accomplice in her husband's 
murder, 

In anticipation. of her acquittal her | 
friends are arranging today to spirit | 
the widow away to some quiet place in 
the country, where she may recuperate 
from the effects of her trying ordeal.

A fellow juror explained yesterday 
that the foreman had complained of 
vertigo.

Alexandre, too, made a great show of 
being furious and declared that if he 
had been present in court when the 
prosecutor made his insinuations he 
would have bounded into the arena and 
shouted: 

Here I am! Now what have you got 
to say?’ 

Mme. Wolf Dragged Out. 

When court convened Marietta forced 
her way into the courtroom and at- 
tempted to reach the judge’s bench, but 
she was seized by the police and un- 
ceremoniously dragged out of the place. 

The report continues current, that both 
Marietta and Alexandre Wolf are in 
imminent danger of arrest. 

With Mme. Steinheil’s friends confi- 
dent of her acquittal, the reactionary 
newspapers are drawing the Dreyfus 
case into her case. The papers, includ- 
ing the Patrie say openly that she was 
the agent of the Jewish party in dis- 
patching President Faure, that.she was 
engaged by friends of Maj. Dreyfus to 
charm Faure and end his existence be-

Men Captured at Mascoutah 
After Stealing. Animals, 
One Wounded.

Two heavily armed horse thieves who 
terrorized Mascoutah, fIil., 18 miles 
northeast of Belleville, were captured 
by Constable John Anderson after they 
had taken City Marshal Christ Etting’s 
revolver and star from him, had been 
driven to bay under a box car and one 
of them had been wounded. 

The prisoners, now in the Mascoutah 
jail, refuse to make any statement ex- 
cept that they are George Schultz and 
John McKenzie, and that their home is 
in Kansas City. 


A man entered the livery stable of 
Stewart Friday afternoon and said he 
wanted to hire a buggy in which to 
take a young woman riding. He asked 
that a driver be sent with him. When 
they had driven to the city limits of 
Freeburg, a mile from the stable, a sec- 
ond man joined the stranger and crowd- 
ed into the buggy.

Instead, Judge Grimm insisted that the 
jury should give its total attention to 
the one question: Was the boy enticed 


ously and with malice? If the evidence 
indicated an affirmative answer ‘te this 
question the jury ‘was instructed to find 
the defendant guilty.

The jury was informed that the de- 
fendant, if guilty, might be sentenced 
to £0 years in the penitentiary asa 
maximum penalty, or, as a minimum 
penalty, to six months in jail and a f.ne 
of $500, or both.

“How long have you known Dr. Clem- 
inson?’”’ asked the Assistant State’s At- 


dent,’’ answéred Miss Kolb, “but I am 
not his affinity.’’ 

“Did you see him after the murder of 
his wife?’ ‘ 

“TI saw him in the Sheffield Avenue 
Station four days after he was ar- 
rested.”’

“He told me not to do any talking. 
‘The less you say the better it will be 
for both of us,’ were his words, as

Thousands of automobiles ‘are now be- 
ing purchased for business purposes. 
When the automobile made its advent, 
it was undoubtedly looked upon as a 
thing of pleasure and luxury.

Without: question the meeting be- 
tween Jeffries and Johnson—if it 
takes place, and now it seems likely 
that it will—will be the greatest 
pugilistic encounter ever held in the 
world. 

T> even find a match that looks to 
be AS good a one it is necesary to 
delve deep in the lore of the ring, 

even then if you come across one 
of those terrible fights of the old 
days the chances are. that the glamor 
which time has spread over it makes 
it appear greater tifan it really was. 

In the world today there are no 
men in the heavyweight class so 
nearly on a par as Jeffries and the 
cig negro, The latter says he is bet- 
ter than ever he was, and that he is 
ini good shape was shown by his -re- 
cent fight with Ketchel. 

All those critics who have known 
Jeffries and have.seen him fight at 
his best believe he can defeat John- 
son if the Jeffries who faces the ne- 
gro is the Jeffries of old. Time wears 
on the pugilist more than on any 
other man. Jeffries is a young man 
as age is figured for mankind in gen- 
era], but he is old in pugilism. 

Johnson also is old in pugilism, but 
he is a man who: developed later in 
life than Jeffries did. He is right 
now at the top of his career. Jeffries 
reached the top of the ladder some 
years ago, and supposedly retired 
from the game for the rest of his life. 
He has been roused from his ease 
to respond to the demand of the pub- 
lic that he wrest the championship 
title from the man who holds it. 

Just how good is Jeffries’ condition is | 
hard to say.. According to all accounts 
of critics who have seen him and judg- 
ing from the way he looked to the writer 
the last time he was in Chicago. Jeffries 
is in fine fettle. But, as has so often 
been proved in fights in the past, it is 
not possible to judge a man who has 
been out of the ring for a number of 
years by his appearance and the way in 
which he takes to training again. Too 
often a man has seemed his old self only 
to collapse nopeseemy in a grueling 
battle. 
It is not an easy thing for any fighter 
'who has retired and has been out of the 
ring for any length of time to re-enter 
it and take up the grind of training 
and have the zest of fighting that made 
him enthusiastic in his early days. 
Things do not look the same to him. 
Jeffries, while abroad, worked him- 
self out and returned to the United 
States apparently fit for battle. But one 
of the most amazing things about his 
‘return is the’ number of various reports 
concerning his weight. His avoirdupois 
has been set down by various critics, 
each of whom quoted the big Californian 
at anywhere from 220 to 235 pounds, 
| Jeffries would not get on the scales 
‘and let the rhen who met him see what 
he weighed, but he was quoted by dif- 
ferent men as: saying his weight was 
thus and so. In few cases did any two 
of the men who talked with him agree 
on what his weight really was. 

Heavies Itysterious. 
Tt is a strange thing, but it seems that 
most heavyweights make a great mys- 
tery over their weight. In the recent 
Johnson-Ketchel battle each man was 
‘given different weights by various writ- 
ers. Johnson was said to weigh 198 by 
some critics; by others he was said to 
weigh as much as.205 pounds. What he 
really weighed few really knew. 
The weight of Ketchel was almost as 
much of a mystery.

In the first place, a fighter knows per- 
fectly well that*if he holds .on he is 
liable to be disqualified and on that 
account’ he will do more real fighting. 
I really think they should try the En- 
glish style over here, for it would re- 
sult in faster and better fights and 
also give the public a better run for its 
money.”’ 


Harry Lewis, the Quaker City 
fighter, and Frank Klaus, the Pitts- 
burg middleweight, who gave Billy 
Papke such a hard fight for six 
rounds at Pittsburg oon Thursday 
tight, are going to fight. They have 
been matched by Jack McGuigan to 
battle for six rounds at the National 
A. C. of Philadelphia on the night of 
Nov. 27. It should be one of the hard- 
est fought battles ever witnessed in 
Philadelphia, as Klaus' is a much im- 
proved fighter. 


Joe Jeanette, the colored American 
heavyweight, will figure in another 
battle at Paris tonight. He will meet 
“Sid” Russell, the Australian pugilist, 
for 20 rounds at the Cirque de Paris. 
Russell re¢ently arrived in England 
trom Arstralia and has won a few 
battles. His showing in these scraps 
was so good that he was immediate- 
ly pitted against Jeanette.’ They will 
meet at catch weights. 


Billy McCarney, the Philadelphia 
fight promoter and manager, has ev- 
idently got in soft in San Francisco, 
as he does not intend to return to 
Slowtown for several months. In a 
letter to a friend Billy says that he 
has taken “Fighting Dick” Hyland 
under his management and expects to 


get plenty of work for him on the 
coast. :

Many 
persons who saw the Marvin Hart-Jack |t 
Johnson fight on the coast said that 
Johnson was: much the better and that 
he deserved the ‘verdict. . 

He did not get it, for he was in an 
alien state and appearing before a prej- 
udiced crowd, 

This is the one problem about the big 
fight that there seems no. solution to 
except the submission of Jack Johnson 
te the white man’s conditions. [f he 
wants to get a whack at that champion- 
ship and the big purse which is sure 
to be offered he will have to get into 
the ring with a white referee, who will 
have a white man’s preferences, doubt- 
less. be 

This is always the drawback when the 
reces clash in a sporting contest. While 
it is doubtful if more than an instance 
here and there could be cited where a 
referee deliberately overlooked the su- 
reriority of a negro fighter, the tempta- 
tion is there.

be passed by either ine Council or the 
House of Delegates. Instead a fran- 
chise will be adopted guaranteeing cheap 
gas and insuring a plentiful supply, and 
submitted to the franchise seekers for 
acceptance on the best terms. 

This bill is now being prepared by the 


City Counselor and will be introduced in 


the House of Delegates within the next 
two weeks, Delegates and councilmen 
have agreed to this plan. Chairman Hil- 
denbrandt of the House’s Public Im- 
provements Committee and Councilman 
Schutz, head of the corresponding com- 
mittee in the Council, are working out 
the terms and conditions of this model 
franchise. 

Some of its salient provisions will be 
insurance against the sale of the fran- 
chise, or the consolidation of the com- 
pany which gets the franchise; the pay- 
ment of a large sum to the city for the 
privilege and a percentage of the com- 
pany’s earnings each year, a require- 
ment as to the quantity and quality of 
gas, and.a stipulation of the city’s right 
to acquire the plant. The price, too, will 
be fixed at 35 cents or less per thousand 
cubic feet, and the franchise will be for 
a period of: not. more than thirty-five 
years. 

Offers Gas for Balloons, 

Novel and intensely modern is the 
bill introduced in the Municipal Assem- 
bly Friday at the request of Charles 
F. Ziebold, who wants a franchise to 
supply natural. gas for. lifting balloons 
as well as for ordinary purposes. Mr. 
Ziebold. seeks a franchise to. furnish 
natural gas for. “illumination, - heat, 
power and levitation.”’ 

Ziebold and his ‘“‘associates and as- 
signs’’ promise to supply natural gas at 
33 cents a thousand cubic: feet and ar- 
tificial gas at 43 cents, with a discoun: 
of 1 cent a thousand for payment of 
bills within 10 days. 

As a consideration for the franchise, 
Zieboild agrees to pay the city 5 per 
cent, of the annual earnings up to: $1,- 
000,000, 7% per cent above $1,000,000 and 
up to. $2,000,000, and 10 per cent in ex- 
cess . of $2,000,000. 

“It the ffanchise is granted, the pro- 
moters are to begin iaying pipes within 
100 days of acceptance, and are to have 
30 miles of mains ‘a‘d the first year. 
In two years the grantees bind them- 
selves to have 19% miles of mains ready 
for use, some in each of the 28 wards 
of the city, or forfeit the franchise. 

It is agreed ‘hat 100,000. cubic feet of 
gas ter miie of matin shall.be furnished 
each day, and tlizt the total daily sup- 
piv shall not be more tlan 100,000,000 
cubic feet. The natural gas is to have 
a caloric efficiency of 80 units, and 
the artificial gas an cfficlency of 600 
units, 


No minimum charge ts to he estab- 


lished, and there ts a provision that the’ 


city, through the Public Service Com- 
mission, shall have the rizht to fix rates 
lower than those specified in the bili 
The term of the fratuchise is to he 30 
years, and a bond of $71,000 is to be 
‘yrnished within 4 ‘azvs after the ac- 
ceptance of the franchise as a guaranty 
of all conditions. 

Two provisions in the bill indicate 
that it' might have been presented in 
the interest of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. First, that the grantees will begin 
laying pipes in St. Louis within 9 
days after the granting of the franchise. 
That is considered a short period for 
the beginning of work on a natural gas 
system. The other is the binding the 
grantees to be ready to supply gas 
within 15 months after the passage of 
the ordinance. 

It is argued that the Laclede fs the 
only company that could safely enter 
into any such contract. Again, the biil 
permits the grantees to furnish eiti.er 
natural or artificial gas, and leaves the 
choice to them. 









Cook on Waterways Committee.
